Frvx of the crew of the Simeoe, which was 
lost in Lake Huron off Manitoulin Island on 
the 24th inst., arrived at Owen Sound yester- 
day. They say that the Simcoe experienced 
very severe weather on Lake Michigan soon 
after leaving this port. On the 24th, when 
off Providence Bay, on the south side of 
Manitoulin Island, the heavy sea swept 
through the engine-house, putting out the 
fire, after which the propeller became un- 
manageable, and soon after sunk. The five 
survivors managed to get hold of one of the 
life-boats, and made for Providence Bay, 
about twenty miles distant, and which 
they reached in. an exhausted condi- 
tion. The survivors are J. G. Per- 
sons, First Mate; John Nesbitt, First En- 
gineer; Robert McEneeney, wheelsman; Natt 
Nobles, fireman; and P. Croft, deckhand. 
The following perished: Richard Lill, Cap- 
tain; Robert McNab, Second Mate; Ben 
Wilwood, wheelsman ; John Henry, fireman; 
Tom O’Hare, Tom Levi, Donald Carr, and 
—— McDougall, deckhands; Julia Gibbon, 
lady’s maid; Lydia Williams, cook; George 
Pelton, porter; and one deckhand, name un- 
known. 


SECRETARY THOMPSON has completed his 
annual report, and it will be given to the 
public in a short time. Tur Trisune, how- 
ever, is able to present the main features of 
the report to-day. He says our navy is not 
by any*means as bad as it has been repre- 
sented to be; in fact, that it compares favor- 
ably with European navies, and that some 
of our first-class ships, like the Trenton and 
Richmond, are superior to anything afloat. 
The American Nation has gained by de- 
ferring improvements in this branch of the 
‘service, as the recent improvement in ord- 
nance must revolutionize naval construction. 
The Secretary will make some novel recom- 
mendations,—among others that shipbuilders 
be granted subsidies for the construction of 
a class of ships which in the case of emer- 
gency may be turned into war vessels; that 
the old vessels of the present navy be sold 
and the proceeds be used in the repair of 
others; and that a cadet school for con- 
structors be established. 


BARTHELMY Sr. HuLAmR, the recently- 
appointed French Foreign Minister, stated 
in the French Senate yesterday— Earl Gran- 
ville’s frankness Saturday removing all rea- 
son for further silence—that the naval dem- 
onstration was undertaken not for the settle- 
ment of the Montenegrin question alone, but 
for the settlement of the Greek and Arme- 
nian questions as well. He said that France 
did not withdraw prematurely from its orig- 
inal pledges in regard to the demonstration, 
but that it acted sagaciously in keeping it 
within proper limits. This does not tally 
with Earl Granville’s declaration. M. St. 
Hillaire said that France deeply sympathized 
with Greece, and that a nava! demonstration 
in support of Greece’s claims was within 
the bounds of possibility. It is probable, 
however, that France’s support of Greece will 
not extend beyond sympathetic expressions. 


Mn. SHaw Lerevre M. P., who has been 
inglish Secretary of the Admiralty, has 
been appointed First Commissioner of 
Works. This appointment is significant 
from the fact that Mr. Lefevre, who has in- 
tense sympathy with the Lrish farmers, will 
have contrel of the matter of advancing 
money to them so as to enable them to be- 
come proprietors under the Bright clauses 
of the Land act of 1870, and under the pur- 
chasing clauses said to be features of the 
Land bill which will be introduced at the 
beginning of the next session. The London 
Times says that Mr. Lefevre’s appointment 
means that Gladstone, Bright, and Chamber- 
lain have added greatly to their strength in 
dealing with the forthcoming Land bill. 


A Baruirr who was in charge of a farm 
from which a tenant was evicted, near 
Tralee, had his ears slit Monday night. Sec- 
retary Forster has ordered prosecuting attor- 
neys not to be absent from their bailiwick for 
more than twenty-four hours, and to report 
all outrages to him when they are committed. 
A reward of $5,000 has been offered for the 
apprehension of the person who shot young 
Wheeler in Limerick County. About 1,000 
additional troops were sent to Ireland yester- 
day. The artillery force is being very largely 
increased, and the Tipperary people, who 
have been quiet till now, refuse to pay the 
rent the landlords want them to pay. This 
is the latest from the Ould Sod.” 


For more than three weeks the material 
for an iron police-hut has been at the railway 
station at New Pallas, in the County of Lim- 
erick. During all this time the authorities 
have been unable to have it removed from 
the station to the point at which it was to be 
erected to protect the landlords. The people 
in the vicinity could not be hired to remove 
the material at any price, and the policemen 
were afraid to do it. It was removed yester- 
day by outside parties underescort of a large 
military force, which will remain in the 
vicinity for some time. ‘They will occupy 
six camps. 


Gey. GARFIELD and Mrs. Garfield and his 
private secretary returned to their Mentor 
home yesterday. They were accompanied as 
far as Cleveland by Richard Smith, of the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette, and Congressman Amos 
Townsend. The General voted at Mentor 
yesterday at the special election held to 
choose his successor, and was received at the 
polls with cheers, which came from Demo- 
erats as well as Republicans. Mr. Richard 
Smith says that the President-elect has not 
yet made up his mind as to the composition 
of his Cabinet, and says he will not think 
about it till February.

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FRUITS . AND VEGETABLES, 


New York, Nov. 80 
the last week proved to be most fortunate 
for the raisers and shippers of poultry. On 
last Tuesday there was received in the mar- 
kets of this city far more poultry than ever 
before on any one day, and, though nearly 
all of this poultry has been sold at moder- 
ately fair prices, had the weather become 
warm on Wednesday tons and tons of it 
would have had to be sold for canning pur- 
poses at prices less than one-halfof what was 
received. There is every probability that the 
supply of poultry this winter will be ample 
to insure moderate prices until spring. But, 
while the cold weather profited those inter- 
ested in raising and selling poultry, it wrought 
serious damage to those whose interests lay 
in fruit, It is estimated that not less than 
50,000 barrels in New York, or in transit to 
this market, have been frozen during the last 
week, and rendered entirely worthless. 
Mafy barrels were caught in the canal, and, 
although not yet all destroyed, there is but 
little hope of saving them. This will run the 
loss up to 

MORE THAN 100,000 BARRELS, 

From present appearance it looks as if ap- 
ples would advance fully 2 per cent in price 
during the next ten days. There is an 
abundance of them stored in the country, 
but as they can be moved to the city only in 
mild weather without incurring great risks 
it is possiple that apples may sell for less in 
March than in January. There are, how- 
ever, many thousand barrels in storage in 
this city, enough to last till the holidays. 

Grapes have also been frozen in great 
quantities, and it is very possible that Ca- 
tawba grapes, which were expected to be 
abundant at about 6 cents per pound until 
the new year, may become quite scarce, 
Malaga and other Mediterranean grapes will 
be abundant throughout the winter, and they 
will sellas low as ever before, and perhaps 


lower. 
THE ORANGE CROP 


of Jamaica, Florida, Havana, and Louisiana 
will prove as extensive as ever befqre, and 
oranges from those places will no longer 
command the fancy prices at which they were 
sold a few years ago. Barrels holding from 
400 to 500 really fine oranges will sell for 
about $5, and very fancy fruit may bring as 
high as $8. The orang’ crop of Italy and 
Spain is an abundant one this season, and 
extra Messina and Sicily oranges will be sold 
on the streets by the holidays for less than 
10 cents per dozen. Valencias, the most de- 
licious of the Mediterranean oranges, will 
be both abundant and cheap in the early 
spring. 

There was a very large crop of cranberries 
this season, and the fruit was never finer, 
Most of the crop has been harvested in fine 
order, the berries now in store are in good 
condition, and there is every assurance that 
this fruit will be abundant at moderate prices 
until next spring, 

It will undoubtedly be good news to 
housekeepers to know that this winter’s sup- 
ply of potatoes isa very abundant one; and, 
unless those on storage in the potato-grow- 
ing neighborhoods should become frozen, 
there will be no scarcity this winter of this 
important article of food. 

VEGETABLES. 

An inventory of the stock now in the 
market, and estimates of that yet to come, 
indicate with much certainty a bountiful 
supply of the winter market with vegetables, 
as an abundance of them are in storage 
within short distances from the city, and @ 
few days of open weather during each 
month of the winter will be sufficient to per- 
mit them to be transferred to market. 


AT BALTIMORE. 
THE EXTORTION CONTINUED, 
New Yor«, Nov. 30.—The Commercial

620.71. This, together with $737,119.34 received 
during the year from the assessments paid on 
the stock of the Erie Railway Company, has 
been expended in double track, buildings, 
equipment, docks at Buffalo and Jersey City, 
and other improvements to the road and prop- 
erty. 


THE WORKING EXPENSES 
have been 62 per cent of the earnings, a decrease 
of 8 per cent from the previous year. The in- 
crease in the merchandise tonnage over the 
previous year was 836,004 tons; in the tonnaye 
movement (or tons one mile), 219,996,390 tons; in 
the earnings, $2.150,228.75; and in the rate per 
tone per mile, 19-1000 cents. The decrease in the 
coul tonnage from the previous year was 842,753 
tons, and in the tonnage movement (or tons 
per mile), 68,106,712 tons: but the earn- 
ings from this source increased $7,406.59, 
owing to an increased rate per ton per 
mile, which was 7.38 cents in 1880, against 6.40 
cents for 1879.

THE B. & 0. 
THROUGH TRAINS, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Nov. 30.—The Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad has been fighting for years to 
secure the right to run its trains from the 
West directly in Jersey City, and to-morrow, 
for the first time, this great trunk line will 
take its place on an equality with respect to 
New York with the Pennsylvania, the Erie, 
and the New York Central, and become a 
prominent factor in the problems of through 
freights and fares which may arise in the 
future. The Baltimore & Ohio has always 
been recognized as a trunk line, but, 
up to the present time, it has 
never been able to pass through 
Philadelphia and send its trains through 
direct to New York. It was to the interest 
of the Pennsylvania Road, of course, to pre- 
vent the Baltimore & Ohio from reaching 
this city, and to do this it has been 

FIGHTING THAT CORPORATION 
in the courts for years. There is a junction 
road through Philadelphia almost entirely 
built by the Pennsylvania, the Philadelphia 
& Reading, and the Philadelphia, Wilming- 
ton & Baltimore Roads, ana which the Penn- 
sylvania Company had appropriated toitself, 
and thus prevented the Baltimore & 
Ohio from crossing that city. The Pennsy!- 
vania Company a few weeks ago was ordered 
by the Court to open this junction road to 
the two other lines, and to furnish them 
forthwith with bills of their share of the ex- 
pense of constructing the last mile and a 
half. The order of the Court was promptly 
obeved, and the three roads now have joint 
possession of the junction tracks.

New York, Nov. 30.—A tall, good-looking, 
and well-dressed young Englishman, who 
gives his name as C. Pelham Clinton, was 
arrested to-day. Heis accused of being a 
swindler and confidence man. Itis claimed 
that, under the name of Hugh Leslie Court- 
ney, and the pretense of being a nephew of 
some English Lord, he carried out a system 
of bold and ing enious swindles, victimizing 
some of the best people in England and on 
the Continent. It had been his custom to 
ingratiate himself into the favor of 
people and to obtain their confidence, 
when he would borrow various sums 
of money from them until his 
delayed admittances arrived. He is said to 
have operated on this plan in Franee and 
other European countries, and even to have 
carried it out in Egypt, the victims selected 
by him being chiefly Englishmen traveling 
for pleasure. Clinton, after his arrival in 
this city, soon 

WENT WEST, 
and began operations in Chicago and other 
Western cities. .As far as can be ascertained 
at present he always escaped arrest. He was 
then heard from in Baltimore and in Rich- 
mond, where it is said that he swindled sey- 
eral Southern families who had received and 
treated him with the hospitality for which 
the Southerners are celebrated, In Phila- 
delphia he is accused of baving swindled 
several persons, and the attention of the po- 
lice of this city was called to his doings there 
in September, 1879, when he obtained from a 
lady a satehel containing several hundred 
dollars’ worth of jewelry. He had been a 
fellow passenger of hers on a trip from Phil- 
adelphia to this city, and the satchel con- 
taining the jewelry had been intrusted to his 
eare. Last January he was back in this city, 
but he evaded the detectives. He was then 
passing under the name of 
G. PELHAM CLINTON, 
and began again his swindling operations. 
The complaint on which Clinton was ar- 
rested yesterday emanates from the London 
Bank of Utah, at Salt Lake City. In Augyst 
last Clinton was stopping at the principal ho- 
tel in Salt Lake City, under the name of Lord 
Maurice La Poer Beresford, and that he rep- 
resented himself to be a wealthy gentleman 
spending the summer in the United States. 
He seemed to have plenty of money, and 
lived in the most luxurious fashion, creating 
a deep impression. He was received by some 
of the best families among the Gentile resi- 
dents of that city. On the 10th of August 
THE PRETENDED LORD BERESFORD 
called at the Loadon Bank of Utah ahd 
drew a draft for £150 on the banking firm of 
Ransome, Bouverie & Co., of London, En- 
gland, where he represented that he had an 
account by which the draft would be honored 
at sight. Believing the representations, the 
bank accepted the draft, giving him $300 in 
cash and a check for $450 on their agents in 
New York, Messrs. Morton, Bliss & Co. A 
few days after this transaction he left Salt 
Lake City, ostensibly for New York, leaving 
behind him numerous unpaid bills 
WHILE ON THE CARS 

he met Capt. Medhurst, of Indianapolis, and 
they traveled to that city together. On his arri- 
val there Lord Beresford requested Capt. Med- 
hurst to accompany him to the First Nation- 
al Bank of Indianapolis and identify him 
there, so that he could obtain the money on 
the New York check. Capt. Medhurst, who 
had first made the acquaintance of the 
swindler in Salt Lake, had no hesitation of 
identifying him at the bank, and the check 
was eashed.

At 
first he denied his identity, but finally con- 
fessed that he was Clinton, and he is now at 
the Jefferson Market Police Station.

EIDOGRAPHIE. 
A NEW PROCESS OF DECORATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 30.—In a large room 
in Busch’s Hotel at Hoboken a num- 
ber of samples of the work done by 
means of the new invention known 
as “eidographie,” or picture-writing, were 
spread out yesterday, and exhibited to Tue 
TRIBUNE correspondent by A. E. Barthel, 
the representative of the German inventor in 
this country. Eidographie is the result of 
many years of labor on the part of Prof. A. 
F. Eckhardt, a German chemist, who per- 
feeted his invention only afew months ago, 
and has now established a large factory in 
Nuremberg. The samples which were ex- 
hibited reached this country in the last Ger- 
man steamer. Silken cushions, such as ladies 
have been accustomed to spend weeks in 
embroidering from designs in colored silk, 
are decorated elegantly by the pencil of 
the eidographist in a few hours, and 
the work is done in metal, which will not 
wear off, as the silk of embroidery does. 
Instead of the expensive stained-glass win- 
dows used in churches, windows decorated 
by the eidographic process can be employed, 


procucing very similar effects, and at a com- 


paratively nominal cost. Wooden ware can 
be embellished by the same process, as can 
paper, metal, ivory leather, wire screens, and 
any solid surface. ‘The designs being in solid 
metal, and the brilliant coloring a component 
part of the metal, the decorative work is 
permanently fixed, and will last as long as 
the material upon which it is placed. The 
worker in eidographie is supplied with a 
number of 
PENCILS, CONTAINING THE METAL 

which Prof. Eckhardt has compounded, and 
the composition of which is his secret, in a 
fluid form. Each pencil holds a fluid of a 
different color, and it is said that every 
known color can be produced. In thesampies 


) exhibited by Mr. Barthel there are not only 


the ordinary colors, but gold, silver, bronze, 


and ivory. The moment the fluid strikes the 


air, upon issuing from the pencil it hardens 
and becomes a metal, adhering so closely to 
the material upon which it is laid that it can- 
not be removed without breaking. One 
of the principal uses to which eidog- 
raphie is now being applied in Europe 
is the production of copper and steel plates 
for engraving. The design is first made by 
the new process, and a negative is then 
taken. All the labor of bap gen. is thus

THE REPORT.

 Wasninoton, D. C., Nov. 30.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy sent his annual report to 
‘the printer to-day, and it will be given to the 
press the last of this week.

This 
report shows that the Galena is the fastest 
ship in the American navy, as, under favor- 
able conditions, she made eleven knots per 
hour. The officers making the report claim

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 29.—One of the 
ablest reports to be submitted to the Presi- 
dent this year is that of the Secretary of the 
Navy. The report deals with measures of 
the highest importance to the country. His 
recommendations for rebuilding the navy, 
apart from a purely military view of the sub- 
ject, are of vital concern to our commercial 
interests. The Secretary sets forth the 
facts in the case with great force, and con- 
tends that the only true plan of relief is by 
first supplying the necessary means to re- 
build the navy, 80 as to enable it to encour- 
age what there is left of our commercial ma- 
rine endeavoring to regain its lost suprem- 
acy. 

The Secretary makes special reference to 
the condition of this particular interest, and 
says that from 1820 to 1860 American ships 
carried over 81 per cent of the ocean com- 
“merce between our own and foreign ports, 
and our tonnage rose from 5,000,000 to 80,- 
000,000. Since 1861, through the effects of 
the Rebellion, this has decreased, and now 
stands about 30 per cent freight and 7 per 
cent of passengers, and giving the American 
$300,000,000 and foreign ships $900,000,000 on 
freight and passengers in ten years. He 
further adds that at the ratios stated, the 
farmers, planters, manufacturers, and all 
others engaged in industries will soon be at 
the mercy of ship-owners, who impose on 
them oppressive burdens and a drain of 
money which will soon ruin them. 


SECRET SERVICE. 
THE SERVICE CRIPPLED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 30.—Chief 
Brooks, of the Secret Service, to-day submit- 
ted his annual report to the Solicitor of the 
Treasury. The report shows that during the 
year the Secret Service made forty-three ar- 
rests, of which twenty-three were for dealing 
in counterfeit money. ‘rhe aggregate sen- 
tence of the persons arrested was 343 years, 
and the amount of fines $41,712. The amount 
of the counterfeit money captured was $387,- 
788, together with a large number of plates 
and other contraband material. Owing to the 
reduction made bythe Committee of Appro- 
priations, it was necessary to greatly reduce 
the Secret Service force, and also to reduce 
the salaries of those who were retained at 
least 20 percent. This, of course, has 

DONE MUCH TO INTERFERE 
with the efficiency of the Service. The 
amount expended by the Service during the 
fiscal year was $61,108. Chief Brooks says 
that it is necessary to the efficiency of the 
service that $100,000 be appropriated. Among 
the counterfeits discovered during tie 
year were a $530 note on the Na- 
tional State Bank of Troy, a $10 
note on the United States Treasury, 
issue of 1875, a $100 note on the Pittsburg 
National Bank of Commerce, a $5 note on 
the Montpelier National Bank, a $100 note on 
the National Exchange Bank of Baltimore, 
a $100 United States Treasury note, and the 
$1,000 counterieit United States bond. Of 
the dangerous $100 counterfeit note only 
twenty-two have been received at the Na- 
tional Bank Redemption Agency, and only 
fifteen others are known to the Secret Serv- 
ice to be outstanding. 
THE FRENCH IDEA. 

In the matter of executive clemency, Chief 
Brooks reccommends the adoption of a mod- 
ification of the French police system, by 
which the criminal set at liberty before the 
expiration of his sentence shall be compelled 
at stated times to report his whereabouts to 
the Government, or be considered and treated 
as a fugitive from justice. The adoption of 
such a system, he thinks, would have a very 
beneficial effect in the way of reforming 
criminals. 


BROCKWAY. 

Treasury officials still continue to be mys- 
terious about the reported release in New 
York of the counterfeiter Brockway. Chief 
Brooks said to-day that nothing could be 
divulged about the matter at present. It is 
very evident, however, that the Secret Serv- 
ice is making arrangements, or thinks it is 
making arrangements, with Brockway by 
which it is expected that a large amount of 
counterfeit material, as well as the plates 
both of the $1,000 note and of the $1,000 
bond, will be delivered to the Government. 
The fact that Brockway has pleaded guilty 
to the indictments, the execution of sentence

Speaking of thecapture of Doyle in 
Chicago, and of the confederates Brockway, 
Owens, and Smith in New York, Brooks 
says that more gratifying results than this 
report shows will probably be given before 
this report is made public.” 
THE GRATIFYING RESULT 

to which he refers, undoubtedly, is the sur- 
render to the Governmentof a large quan- 
tity of contraband property, consisting of the 
extremely dangerous counterfeit notes and 
plates which have been in possession of the 
counterfeiters.

THE ULTIMATUM OF THE GOVERNMENT DIS- 
PATCHED TO SITTING BULL THROUGH COL. 
ALLISON. 

Following is the copy of an order dis- 
patched to Col. E. H. Allison in relation to 
the surrender of Sitting Bull: 

HEADQUARTERS, Fort Burorp, Nov. 13.— To . 
H. Allison: In compliance with the instructions 
received from the Department Commander by 
t_» commanding officer of this post, you will 
again proceed to Sitting Bull’s camp, and carry 
out the instructions by which you were guided 
on your former trip, Oct. 23,1880. You will, in 
any interview you may have with Sitting Bull, 
impress upon his mind the terms and only terms 
upon which his surrender will be accepted by 
the commanding officer at Fort Buford,—that is, 
submission to the Government’s authorities, the 
surrender of his arms and ponies, the latter to 
be sold and the proceeds invested in cattle for 
the benefit of the Indians themselves; to go on 
the frontier to whichever of the Sioux agencies 
the Government may assign them. If neces- 
sary, you may teil him this mission will prob- 
ably be the final end on the part of the Govern- 
ment; that if he does not comply with the terms 
now offered him the troops will move against 
him in force. If you succeed in your mission 
you will notify the commanding officer at Fort 
Buford by courier as soon as the Indians have 
started, this courier to come through as rapidly 
as possible. Give a sufficient length of time for 
the Indians to decide the question among them- 
selves, but as little delay as practicable is now 
important. If your mission is unsuccessful you 
will send the courier through to me at once.

KANSAS. 
HER REPUBLICANISM.

Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 30.—At the re- 
cent election the total vote of Georgia, which 
has nine Representatives, was 45,000 less than 
that.of Kansas, which sends but three. The 
total vote of Alabama was 48,000 less, and 
that State sends eight Representatives: Ar- 
kansas, with about half as large a popula- 
tion as Kansas, sends four Representatives. 
Mississippi, with a total vote of 117,000, sends 
just twice as many Representatives as Kan- 
sas, which cast a vote of 200,000, lacking fifty- 
three; and South Carolina, which cast about 
30,000 fewer votes than Kansas, has five Rep- 
resentatives, while Kansas has only three. 

TWO OF THE KANSAS REPRESENTATIVES, 
Messrs. Anderson and Ryan, have arrived in 
Washington. They declare that Iowa must 
resign to Kansas the honor of being called 
the banner Republican State, and triumph- 
antly point to the fact that, while 
Gen. Garfield received in Iowa only 183,964 
votes, or about 57 per cent of the whole vote, 
he received in Kansas 120,766 votes, or 61 per 
cent of the whole number cast. Both Mr. 
Anderson and Mr. Ryan declare that the tre- 
mendous Republican majority in Kansas was 
mainly due to the attitude of the Solid South, 
and that all other questions were held to be 
of minor consequence. 


THE CHINESE. 
THEIR TREATIES WITH US. 
Special Dispatch to The Chica Tribune. 

WasuineTton, D. C., Nov. 30.—T wo treaties 
have been negotiated with China. The first 
relates mainly to the question of Chinese 
emigration and the other is a commercial 
treaty. In the first the Chinese Govern- 
ment practically leaves the subject of regu- 
lating emigration to the decision and control 
of the United States. The Commission 
which was sent to China found much less 
difficulty in treating upon this branch of the 
subject than had been anticipated, owing to 
the fact that the Chinese Government have 
never been anxious to have its citi- 


China held that, under the treaty between 
the two nations, the right of Chinese citizens 


trouble over the matter in quarters,

United States. In return for this conces- 
sion, some new and important com- 
mercial privileges have been granted in 
the second treaty, which regulates the whole 
subject of commercial intercourse. Here- 
after Chinese shipping will be placed on the 
same footing as that of the most favored na- 
tions. It is expected that the duties paid last 
summer under protest on the Chinese vessel 
which put in at San Francisco will be re- 
funded within a week. A second Chinese 
vessel will arrive at San Francisco, and will 
be allowed to enter that port upon the same 
terms as are imposed upon ships of other na- 
tions. These two treaties, while separate in- 
struments, will be considered together, and 
be treated as virtually one by the Execntive. 
It is that the President, 
in his annual message, will make a general 
statement of the nature of these treaties, and 
transmit them to the Senate in executive ses- 
sion, with a full statement of the work of the 
‘Commission in negotiating them. Then 
prompt ratification at the hands of the Senate 
is expected. The Chinese authorities have 
already been exerting their influence through 
the Consulate officers in Havana to check any 
further emigration of Chinese labor to the 
South. Strong efforts have been made for 
some time past by the sugar-plant- 
ers in Louisiana to import Chinese 
labor from Cuba, but thus farjit has met 
with little success, owing to the opposition of 
the Chinese Consul, and hereafter it is likely 
to be almost entirely stopped. It is believed

enumeration, and also all discussion of 
methods in use, as well as any sug- 
gestions which may require to be 
made of changes in the census 
law with reference to future enumerations. 
The Superintendent says that every year and 
every month which can be saved in the com- 
pilation and publication of census statistics 
adds appreciably to their value, and recom- 
mends that Congress be asked to authorize 
the printing by special contract under the 
supervision of the Secretary of the Interior, 
and, if it be thought desirable, also of the 
Printing Committes of the two’ Houses of 
Congress, of the several reports of the census 
as fast as prepared. The accounts of 28,410 
enumerators have already been settled, in- 
volving a total expenditure ot upwards of 
$1,820,000. Only about 8,200 accounts remain 
unadjusted, and there is no reason to doub 
that the month of December will see all the 
enumerators paid for their services, except 
only in cases where a suspension is required 
for reasons unmistakably connected with 
some fault of the enumerator. 
CUSTOMS. 

The report of Mr. A. K. Tingle, the Super- 
visor of Special Agents of the Treasury, will 
show very effective work on the part of 
his force for the past year in con- 
nection with the . customs service. 
The investigations into the evasion of 
the sugar duties and the consequent revis- 
ions of the methods of collecting this tax has 
led to an increase of $1,500,000 in the reve- 
nues from this source alone. Over $500,000 
have been saved in other directions. Atten- 
tion is again briefly called to the importance 
of some legislation upon the subject of the 
undervaluation of imported goods. Under

The Board for applying a grant 
ofland recently located for a new Capitol 
wished to go ahead with their project, but 
were surprised to find him hostile to it, and, 
upon asking for his reasons, were informed 
that a division of the State was contemplated. 
There are two ways in which this desperate 
scheme to pack the Senate for years to come 
may be frustrated, and the first of these is 
the support of the Republican party in that 
State by the incoming Administration. Ac- 
cording to the Times correspondent, the op- 
position to the Democratic party numbers 
three-fifths of the vote of that State, and if 
the Republicans are recognized in patronage 
and protected in their rights, instead of be- 
ing ignored as they have been by the present 
Administration, the conspiracy may be 
thwarted. A second scheme would be to offset 
the division of Texas by the division of Idaho 
and at the proper time of Montana also. The 
conspiracy of the Democrats is a bold one, 
but it can be met and defeated by equally 
bold and prompt action. 


Tue stock-gamblers in New York have 
engaged in a struggle in which there must 
take place enormous losses. The nominal 
value of stocks and bonds has ex- 
ceeded all reasonable expectations. Those 
interested in enormous prices for securi- 
ties are opposed by those interested 
in breaking prices down. The out- 
come of the struggle is dependent on the 
comparative strength of the opposing fac- 
tions. That there will be a collapse in the 
market and return to actual values is 
inevitable; and that collapse, when it comes, 
will sweep into bankruptcy that faction 
which may prove the weaker. The 
present wild range of prices for stocks 
has gone beyond the point of perma- 
nent maintenance. Already the banks 
and the money-lenders have made 
advances equal to their means. A call of 
loans and an enforced settlement will wind 
up the most extensive season of stock 
gambling which the country has ever wit- 
nessed. The abundance of money has per- 
mitted this war of gamblers to an extent 
wholly unprecedented. For the time being, 
capital has been withdrawn temporarily 
from legitimate operations and locked up in 
this gambling struggle. In the meantime 
the advance in the valuation of real estate 
has obtained much vigor; improvements of 
real estate in cities, and expenditures for 
opening and improving farming lands, the in- 
crease of live stock, and the enlargement 
of the area under cultivation is rap- 
idiy going on. The surplus money 
received from foreign countries in payment 
of exports is fast accumulating in the hands 
of the producers. Millionsof money are now 
held in the Western country, and largely in 
coin, to.be expended when occasion demands 
it to pay debts, to purchase or improve land, 
and to be converted into productive property. 
Under this accumulating stock of money 
public and private enterprise is growing daily 
in all branches of industry. Stock gamblers 
may ply their vocation with gains or losses, 
but these in nowise affect the permanent 
and substantial prosperity of the country. 


WORK BEFORE CONGRESS. 

The impression seems to be very general in 
Washington that not much public business 
will be transacted atthe closing session of 
the Forty-sixth Congress, which meets next 
Monday. Outside the passage of the regular 
appropriation bills, and possibly some sub- 
sidy measures, the session will be a short one 
at best, since the life of the present Con- 
gress will expire on the 4th of March next: 
but, if the rule be followed, it will be ren- 
dered the shorter by a liberal observance of 
the Christian Sabbath in adjournments from 
Friday evening over till Monday, and by 
a holiday recess extending from the Thurs- 
day previous to Christmas to the Tuesday 
following New Year’s. It is altogether likely 
that there will not be more than fifty work- 
ing days in the approaching session, besides 
the few days at the very last which will be 
consumed in the usual rush of finishing up 
the necessary legislation for running the 
Government machine. It will occur to mat- 
ter-of-fact business-men that a great deal may 
be accomplished in fifty days, but Congress 
has never acquired business habits. There 
will be an abundance of discussion with 
small practical results. The tone of the dis- 
cussion will be determined by the humor in 
which the Democrats shall come to Washing- 
ton after their late defeat; but, whether it 
shall be conservative er reactionary, it will 
not bear materially upon actual legislation. 

The members of Congress and the public 
men are beginning to arrive at the National 
Capital, but their early coming rather indi- 
cates a prudent purpose in getting comfort- 
ably housed than an intention of serious ap- 
plication to work. If the term of the present 
Congress shal! be permitted to lapse without 
material legislation it will not be for the lack 
of subjects, suggestions, hobbies, and 
schemes that will confront the new session. 
More than 200 bills are pending before the 
House Committee of the Whole. The 


House calendar,” so called, which includes 


only such measures as have been reported 
from the committees, comprises about 150 
more bills. The Senate calendar contains 
about 225 bills and more than a score of 
resolutions, and in addition to all these there 
are a thousand, more or less, of private bills.

penditures. But a number of the pending 
measures have an import which demands 
prompt and earnest attention from Congtess. 
The danger is that the latter will be slighted, 
while some of the former at least will ab- 
sorb more of the public time and public 
money than they ought to receive. 

One of the most obvious duties of the pres- 
ent session is to pass a Refunding bill. This 
bill has enjoyed the fictitious distinction of 
special order for nearly a year, but the House 
majority has never seen fit to take it up. The 
measure before Congress is known as the 
Wood bill, and provides (1) for an issue of 
bonds to the amount of $500,000,000 bearing 
3% per cent interest, payable forty years 
from date, and redeemable at the pleasure of 
the Government twenty years after issue; 
and (2) for an issue of $20,000,000 of notes 
bearing 3½ per cent interest, redeemable 
after two years, and to be paid off from time 
to time within the ensuing ten years 
at a rate not exceeding $40,000,000 per annum. 
The bill also gives proper authority for the 
direct exchange of the outstanding bonds 
bearing more than 444 per cent interest for 
the new securities. In view of the impend- 
ing maturity of the bonds bearmnga higher 
rate of interest, it is charitable to attribute 
Congressional delay in this matter to the dis- 
agreement between the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee as to the practicable rate of interest and 
desirable duration of*the new bonds, If re- 
port be correct, Secretagy Sherman has now 
been persuaded to recommend the lower 
rate, which was insisted upon in Congress, 
and to adapt himself to the proposed term of 
duration. In such case the Congressional 
majority will have scarcely any warrant for 
further postponement of this measure. 

As to the Electoral count, it is not proba- 
ble that Congress will do more than agree 
upon some joint rule, subject to, being 
dropped at any time, to govern the count of 
the Garfield and Hancock vote. Whether 
this rule shall correspond with the old 
method known as the twenty-second joint 
rule, which makes the objection of either 
House sufficien t for throwing out the vote of 
a State, or shall follow some such plan as is 
suggested in the Fdmunds bill, cannot be 
foretold with any degree of confidence. The 
Edmunds scheme requires the affirmative 
action of both Houses to reject the vote of 
any State from which there shail be but one 
set of returns, and the concurrence of both 
Houses in the count of any vote in case of 
two or more returns. It is conceded on all 
sides that the Electoral majority for Garfield 
is so large that no partisan effort will be 
made to tamper with the count, but the old 
rule may be revived as the simplest and most 
familiar method. 

There seems to be a poor prospect for the 
serious consideration and determination by 
the present Congress of any systematic and 
permanent scheme of reform in Presidential 
elections, though there are sundry measures 
pending to thatend. Thesame indifference 
of a partisan majority just defeated before 
the people, which is likely to embarrass and 
retard the measures already referred to, will 
stand in the way of various other 
measures. There are bills for need- 
ed improvements in the postal serv- 
ice, for establishing new relations between 
the State and United States Courts, for 
regulating immigration, for reorganizing 
and disciplining militia upon a uniform 
plan, for certain improvements in the Civil 
Service, for exchanging the trade dollars for 
legal-tender dollars, for appointing National 
Railway Commissioners and regulating inter- 
State transportation by rail, for the appoint- 
ment of a Commission to investigate the 
tariff question, for improving the efficiency of 
the navy, and for many other purposes of 
public value and interest. The short session 
of Congress might be made exceptionally 
useful to the people, but itis more likely to 
do those things which it ought not to do, and 
leave undone those things which it ought to 
do, for there seems to be little health in it. 

A number of other measures, involving 
large expenditures of public money, may 
command more vigorous support at the ap- 
proaching session. It looks as though sub- 
sidies are to be popular in Congress; at least 
the Southern members will be practically a 
unit in urgmg the improvement of the Mis- 
sissippi River, and they will be disposed to 
favor any other subsidy project which may 
reciprocally promote their own. Mr. John 
Roach. will probably be on hand for 
the reception of a magnificent mail 
subsidy. Certain pension bills, notably 
the old Mexican War bill and the 
omnibus bill for the payment of arrears 
in pensions, covering all possible and many 
impossible lapses, will stand an excellent 
chance. The Northern Pacific and Texas 
Pacific Railroads may come in for an exten- 
sion of their grants under this liberal spirit, 
which is promoted by good times and will be 
facilitated by outgoing members of Con- 
gress. 

Still more devices for raiding the Public 
Treasury will be presented, but the subjects 
of National policy and political reforms, 
though they be pressing in their nature, will 
probably be permitted to go by default. 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE NAVY. 

A conspicuous feature of the forthcoming 
report of the Secretary of the Navy will bea 
recommendation to Congress to encourage 
the building of the merchant vesseis in such 
shave and condition as will render them 
available tor Government use and war pur- 
poses in case of emergency. This is a novel 
suggestion in this country, though the prac- 
tice has been a part of the British naval sys- 
tem for many years. It is based upon the 
theory that it is not necessary for the Ameri- 
can Government to maintain an elaborate 
and costly naval establishment, and that the 
temptation to do so may be removed by the 
existence of a large merchant marine 
which can be converted into ships of war at 
any time that naval power shall be required. 
If this theory be corsect, it cannot be denied 
that the Government must provide some con- 
sideration to induce ship-owners and ship- 
builders to subordinate or conform their 
private interests to the public interests. 
Secretary Thompson will suggest mail sub- 
sidies as the best means to this end. This is 
a recommendation which may be approved 
from one view and opposed from another. 
The experience of the present Secretary of 
the Navy has taught him that the American 
Government has gained by refraining from 
competition with other nations in naval ex- 
periments. During a number of years a gi- 
gantic trial of strength has been go- 
ing on between ordnance on the one 
side and chips of war on the other. 
It has been pretty conclusively demonstrated 
at last that it is not possible to construct 
ironclads that shall be capable of resisting 
the terrible force with which balls and mis- 
siles can be projected from great guns. A 
natural consequence of this condition is 
that the set naval battles are things of the 
past. The chief use of the navy in the fut- 
ure will be to harass and destroy the com- 
merce of the enemy. This is the mission of 
the privateer, and not of the man-of-war. 

Pending the experiments which have led 
up to this conclusion, the Governments of 
Europe have expended untold millions 
of money, and the American Govern- 
ment has the satisfaction of having 
avoided a. needless waste. Naval ex- 
periments will continue to go on, and the 
United States may still continue to save 
money by refusing to take part therein, but 
if capacity for transporting troops and speed 
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the main requirements of war vessels in the 
future, then an available merchant marine, 
serviceable for commerce and convertible on 
demand into engines of war. will be the most 
progressive and economical plan for restor- 
ing the American navy to an efficient condi- 
tion. The objection to the plan which Secre- 
tary Thompson will recommend is, that it 
will open up an opportunity, and to some ex- 
tent a necessity, for mail subsidies which may 
be easily abused. Certainly the suggestion 
is the best justification for mail subsidies 
that has ever been made. It ought to make 
glad the hearts or the shipbuilders and the 
seafaring corporations. At the same time it 
must be admitted that the public moneys 
devoted to subsidy purposes on this plan 
would be offset largely by the saving of 
money that might otherwise be employed in 
the construction of war vessels which would 
be obsolete at most before they could be 
completed. The bill authorizing the sale of the 
old hulks, and the clearing up of the rubbish 
in the navy-yards, has already passed the 
House, and the Secretary of the Navy has 
reason to believe that it will pass the 
Senate early in the coming session. This 
will yield a ready naval fund for investment 
in useful material, under the direction of a 
board consisting of the Secretary and the 
heads of the various bureaus in his Depart- 
ment. This practical utilization of the ma- 
terial on hand, which is worthless to the 
Government in its present shape, will serve 
to place the navy in a condition of security, 
and, supplemented by a merchant marine 
that shall be adapted to war service upon 
emergency, the American naval establish- 
ment may in a few years be put upon a basis 
really superior to that of the European 
Powers at infinitly less cost. Certainly, the 
National practice of subsidizing ocean steam- 
ers for carrying the mails has never before 
offered so much indemnity to the Govern- 
ment as this new suggestion proposes. 
— 
LAKE STREET HORSE-RAILWAY. 

The City Council ended Monday night the 
long struggle of the property-owners on 
Lake street to secure a street-railway on 
that important thoroughfare by the almost 
unanimous passage of an ordinance allowing 
the West Side Street-Railway Company to 
lay tracks from Wabash avenue to Union 
Park, and from Rockwell street to Central 
Park, thus practically making a continuous 
line from the Union Depot on the lake to the 
western limits. This legislation will un- 
doubtedly be of great value to the owners of 
the property along the new line. Real es- 
tate on Lake street between the bridge and 
Ashland avenue has been dead for twenty- 
five years, and that between Rockwell street 
and the Central Park has, although admira- 
bly suited for residence purposes, been a 
drug in the market, on account of its inac- 
cessibility. Now, however, the salable and 
rentable value of all this property will be 
doubled. An illustration of the vivifying in- 
fluences of a street-rallway is seen on North 
State street, where, owing to the new line, 
dozens of buildings, renting at high prices, 
have been erected. 

The effect on property on East Lake street 
remains to be seen, but judging by the result 
elsewhere it will probably be beneficial. The 
double track of the railway may cause some 
inconvenience in the delivery of goods at 
the wholesale houses along the street, but 
that is something which can generally be 
done in the alleys at the rear. 

This is one of the most important horse- 
railway franchises ever granted here, since 
it completes the system on the South Side, 
and goes far toward finishing itin the West 
Division for a time,—so far as the present 
needs of the peopleare concerned. The new 
road furnishes a Shorter line to the large 
population using the Milwaukee avenue cars, 
which will hereafter run straight down that 
street to Lake, instead of being compelled to 
pass along Clinton to Randolph. The via- 
duct is already built, and nothing is needed 
but to lay the tracks. The people who have 
already settled in the territory west of West- 
ern avenue, and those who are only waiting 
for transportation facilities in order to secure 
homes there, will also be accommodated by 
this new line, which by the terms of the ordi- 
nance must be in operation by June 1 of next 
year, but which, in all likelihood, will be 
completed soon after the frost is out of the 
ground. c 

The city has also secured better terms from 
the Street-Railway Company than it has ever 
obtained before. Half of the cost of the new 
bridge which will soon have to be erected 
will be borne by the Company, which also 
agrees to pay a thousand dollars a 
year toward its maintenance and opera- 
tion. By the agreement of the corpora- 
tion to pay at once on such of its 
cars as run on the line a license 
fee of $50, the city will soon receive a por- 
tion of the fevenue to which it is entitled 
from this source without being compelled to 
wait for the final action of the Federal Su- 
preme Court on the ordinance imposing a 
license fee of $50 on all cars, which Judge 
Drummond yesterday intimated he believed 
to be valid. This sum, which will soon be 
paid into the City Treasury by the West 
Side Company, will go some ways towards 
clearing the streets of the stuff which the 
railways sweep off of their tracks and leave 
piled up on either side to obstruct the thor- 
oughfare. 


WILD SPECULATION AND INFLATION. 

It is seven years since the panic of 1873, 
and two since the resumption of specie-pay-: 
ments. Four years of declining prices, bank- 
ruptcies, narrowing. production, falling 
wages, and hard times were succeeded by 
one year of respit, and then by two years of 
progressive plenty. The resumption of 
svecie-payments was practically the turning 
point. England resumed specie-payments in 
1821, and had a panic in 1825. Our tide of 
prosperity is rismg with such rapidity that 
fears are already uttered lest the heads 
of the people. should be again turned, 
and the biessings of plenty be again 
converted into the curse of debt. 
Three years ago the commerce of New 
York for the period between Jan. 1 and Nov. 
27 showed an excess of $43,481,068 in exports. 
The next year this was converted into an ad- 
verse balance of $52,453,731 excess of imports, 
and this year this adverse balance has in- 
creased to 8117. 788,902 Our trade is larger 
ir. volume than ever before. Exports of mer- 
chandise from New York have increased be- 
tween Jan. 1 and Nov. 27 from 8314, 166, 184 in 
1878, to $368,570,975 in 1880, and imports from 
$263, 913,489 in 1878, to $438,283,235in 1880. In 
the last three years we have saved our prod- 
uct of gold and silver for our own use, and 
have imported in addition $118,500,000. Con- 
troller Knox, in his forthcoming report, shows 
that the total amount of money in the United 
States, National-bank and Government paper, 
and gold and silver has increased from 
$1,055, 356,619 in January, 1879, to $1,302,798,- 
480 in November, 1880,—an addition of 284 
per cent to the volume of our currency. 
Still more interesting as showing the grow- 
ing wealth of the people is the fact given by 
him that the amount of money, out of sight 
in the Treasury or the banks, and conse- 
quently in the hands of the people, has in- 
creased by the enormous sum of $195,274,501 
since the resumption of specie-payments. 
Paper and coin to the amount of 8613, 20,717 
was in use, or out of sight, at the date of 
resumption, and this sum had swollen 
Nov. 1 to $808,505,118. New York and 
Chicago report the extraordinary fact |

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-pecially beware of overproduction. 
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that, although continually receiving money, 
one eity from Europe, the other from 
the East, they are losing it more rapid- 
ly. In former years the money disbursed in 
the autumn to move the crops returned to 
the financial centres during the winter and 
spring. Now more and more of it stays on 
the ground that yielded the crops for which 
it was paid. The West is become a great 
currency sink, as India has been the great 


silver sink of the world. The West was 


poor and had to borrow the money to raise 
and move its crops. It now is rich, and sells 
its crops—or holds them, as the price pleases 
itor not. In the last twenty-three months 
our pockets, stockings, and other hoard- 
ing places have absorbed $80,749,748 in gold, 
$6,104,806 in silver, and $108,419,847 in legal- 
tenders and bank-notes. This increase of 
currency, the abundance and cheapness of 
food caused by three good harvests in suc- 
cession, the accumulation of capital since the 
panic, the general return of confidence that 
has come with the economies of the last seven 
years and with the rehabilitation of the 
wrecks of 1873, have started a rise of prices 
and a renewal of speculation that can end, if 
continued, only in another crash. There 
were panics in 1887, 1847, 1857. 1806 in Lon- 
don, and in 1873. 

When will the next one come? The signs 
are to be seen that tell of its approach. Ex- 
pansion of loans is one. On the day of the 
panic of 1873 the loaus of the New York 
banks were 75.3 per cent of their capital, 
surplus, and net deposits. In October, 1876, 
they had fallen to 65,1 per cent, but, at the 
date of the last statement, in October, 1880, 
had risen again to 70.8percent. The amount 
loaned to Wall street before the crash of last 
November was $86,348,000. It is now $96,- 
545,000. Bank clearings in New York last 
week were larger than those of Black Friday 
week, which has been till now the high- 
water mark of the Clearing-House. 
In five days in New York last week 
there were clearings to the amount of 
$1,072,680,647, against #$980,274,472 In 
the six days of Black Friday week. One of 
the most easily recognizable signs of the 
pl easant road that leads from good times to 
panic.isarapid increase in new enterprises 
wanting to borrow capital. Since Jan. 1, 
1879, not less than $705,028,074 of new securi- 
ties have been put on the New York Stock 
Exehange. With two or three exceptions 
these are the securities of railroads. The 


total is made up of $3823,776,739 in bonds, 


$29,883,800 in preferred stock, and 8351, 307, 535 
in common stock. 

Europe, which shared our last panic, is 
sharing our prosperity and speculations. 
John M. Douglas & Co., bankers, of London, 
in their circular of Nov. 10, say that new 
companies are asking subscriptions in won- 
derful numbers, encouraged by cheap 
money and consols at var.“ Every issue of 
the London Times notices some of these new 
companies. We have before us the prospect- 
uses of the Great Eastern Fresh-Meat Com- 
pany, which wants $1,500,000 for the business 
of importing meat from America in the Great 
Eastern; of the London Land Company, 
which will take $5,000,000 for operations in 
London real-estate; of the Rhodes Reef 
Gold-Mining Company, which would like 
$1,000,000 to dig gold in India; of another 
corporation which will use a million or more 
to mine asbestos in Italy; and so on. 

In France, as in England and here, invest- 
ment securities are at unheard-of figures. 
In Paris speculators have been forming com- 
panies for all kinds of chimerical purposes, 
and the banks have been helping to float them. 
A cable dispatch states that subscriptions to 
M. de Lesseps' Panama Canal scheme are 
pouring in, and that shares originally allotted 
at 5,000 francs are now selling at 40,000, This 
is the South Sea bubble over again. The 
astonishing total of $705,028,074 of new 
securities placed on the New York Stock 
Exchange is only part of the new schemes 
absorbing our capital. Mines, manu- 
factures, commerce, real estate, are all 
soaking up the loanable capital wi: 
the country. Prices are rising. Cotton 
goes up a cent a pound in a day. Raw silk 
advances 25 to 50 cents a pound in a week. 
Wheat rises on the purchases of lawyers, 
schoolteachers, and other speculatorg Some 
railroad bonds have advanced 36 per cent in 
the last year; some railroad stocks 100 per 
cent. Real estate has doubled in some parts 
of Cuicago and New York. The country is 
prosperous. Rallroad earnings have in- 
creased at an unheard-of rate. 

The rise in prices is not over. Real estate, 
the best railroad stocks, many commodities, 
will go still higher. Our accumulated and 
surplus capital is not exhausted yet. Best of 
all, there is as vet to be seen very little ex- 
tension of credits. But it has begun. 
In good times prepare for bad. 
It is the duty of railroad corpo- 
rations to gather a surplus rather than 
water stock and pay exaggerated dividends. 
Banks should strengthen themselves, and 
keep a restraining hand on borrowers. Busi- 
ness-men must keep the brakes down on 
overtrading, and manufacturers should es- 
Above 
all,every one should shun debt like the 
Vevil. The signs of the times portend an 
outburst of speculation as resistless as the 
current of Niagara. Now is the time, if 
ever, to check it, before it sweeps us into 
panic again.

VIENNA, Nov. 12,—Aceording to inten- 
rence in the Presse, which is confirmed from 
other quarters, the project of direct railway 
communication with Constantinople, via Rou- 
mania and Bulgaria, has been taken up very 
seriously.

Vienna, Nov. 15.—According to the official 
returns by the Committee, there were 38,000 
persons present at the party meeting yester- 
day. It was as many as the hall and the gal- 
leries could hold, and a great many applica- 
tions for tickets had to be refused for want 
of room. Out of consideration for the pro- 
vincial guests, only 629 Viennese were au- 
mitted. There were 784 persons from Lower 
Austria, 458 from Bohemia, 526 from Moravia, 
200 from Styria, 151 from Upper Austria, and 
so on, every province containing a German 
population being represented. Only two 
members of the Upper House were present. 
There were 108 members of the Lower 
House, 137 members of Provincial Diets, 
210 Burgomasters, and 314 members of Com- 
munal Councils. The Burgomaster of 
Vienna, Dr. Newald, greeted the assembly 
in the name of thecity. He warmly wel- 
comed those who had come from all direc- 
tions to stand up for the unity of the Em- 
pire. for freedom, progress, and the interests 
of the German nationality. The Town 
Council of Vienna, old centre of Ger- 
man culture, he said, greeted these efforts 
with the warmest sympathy. The address 
elicited cheers for Vienna. The resolution 
drawn up by the Committee was then read. 
It said that profound and constantly-increas- 
ing anxiety had taken possession of the 
Germans all over Austria.

MURDERED AND ROBBED. 
Counct. Buurrs, Id., Nov. 30.—The evidences 
of a cold-blooded, deliberate murder were 
brought to light in this city this morning. The 
victim of the foul deed was John D. Sapp, a 
saloon-keeper on Fifth street, aged about 80 
years. The body of Sapp was found tho 
floor of his saloon about 8 o'clock, with ull 
crushed in and the side of the face terribly cut 
or bruised, the result of a blow from some 
heavy, blunt instrument. The wounds were 
sufficient to have caused death almost instant- 
ly. Deceased had considerabie money, all of 
which wus taken by the murderer or murderers 
He is known to have closed his saloon at2 
o'clock last night, and, as no evidence of a forc- 
ible entrance are visible, itis supposed that he 
was called up during the night and admitted the 
man or men who killed 12 In the saloon were 
found ascrewdriver and several other articles 
which were stolen f a ry-store near by 
a week or tuo yet there is no clew to 
the murderer. “Great excitement prevails over 
the deed, as it is the first deliberate murder com- 
mitted here since 1845, and as the old man Sapp 
was an inoffensive, honest old man.

NOT GUILTY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30.—The trial of Dr. John 
Buchanan for using the mails of the United 
States to defraud was commenced this morning 
in the United States District Court. After bear- 
ing testimony Judge Butier directed the jury to 
acquit the defendant upon the technival ground 
that there was no evidence to sustain the charge 
of “ using the mails to defraud.” Judge Butier 
sald Buchanan did not impose upon his corre- 
spondents, for they knew as much of the fraud 
as he did. He therefore did not contemplate 
any fraud of which the mail Was a necessary 
rt. The man who purchased was simply buy- 
ng means to impose on others. There was 
nothing, therefore, in the evidence showing that 
defendant intended to defraud his correspond- 
ents by useof the mail. in a nee with 
this charge the Jury, without retiring from their 

seats, returned a verdict of not guilty.

The contestants were Judge E. B. Tay- 
lor, Republican, and C. D. Adams, Democrat, the 
same as in the October election when Taylor was 
chosen member fortwo years from the th ot 
next March. Tho vote was everywhere light, 
not more than haif the usual number, though the 
returns received up to this hour, II p. m., show 
that the Republican candidate is elected by an 
overwhelming majority. Eleven precincts, 
principally large towns, give Taylor 3,800; and 
Adams 56). A few scattering votes were cast 
tor a Greenback cand‘date.

CotumsBus, O., Oct. 3.—The meeting of the 
Ohio Electoral College served to attract a num- 
ber of leading politicians and members of the 
General Assembly bere to-day. The latter are 
besieged as to their choice for Senator, but thus 
far not half a dozen have openly expressed 
themselves, but, on the contrary, refuse to state 
who they will support. The claims ot Mr. Sher- 
man’s friends that he will be elected unani- 
mously, as was Gen. Garfield, are not strengtb- 
ened by the timidity, with which his supporters 
announce the.fact, but, on the contrary, an 
observer is impressed with the fact that 
the disposition to claim everything smacks 
strongly of the tactics of John G. Thompson. 
Gen. Keifer, while not openly working for a 
nomination, is supported by three members, and 
announces that he is in the hands of his friends. 
It appears quite evident to-night that there is a 
movement of no little magnitude on foot, the 
development of which cannot now be surmised. 
Gen. Grosvenor, upon being asked why it was 
that Secretary Shérman’s supporters were 
so backward in announcing themselves if it were 
true, as telegraphed from Washington, that 
Sherman would secure the Senatorship with- 
out a struggle, admitted it was singular, 
and that he could not explain the matter. The 
Hon. Alex. Sands is on the ground and 
closeted with Grosvenor to-night. He states 
that Mr. Matthews is not a candidate, and, 
further, that the ex-Senator will be on the 
Supreme Bench within thirty days.

INDIA NAS®OLIS, Ind., Nov. 30.—A revised list of 
the members of the General Assembly has been 
prepared for the use of candidates, showing that 
there are in the House fifty-nine Republicans 
and forty-one Democrats; and in the Senate 
twenty-five Republicans and twenty-five Demo- 
crats; giving a Republican majority of eighteen 
on joint ballot. In the caucus it will take forty- 
three to nominate a United States Senator, and 
if the Hon. Isaac Jenkins, of Richmond, is to be 
taken as authority, Gen. Harrison will have a 
great many more than this on the first ballot. 
He says: “The election of Gen. Harrison 
to the Senate from this State seems to be practi- 
cally settled in advance through the aimost 
unanimous desire of the Republicans that he 
should be elected. The country press is almost 
solid for bim.“ 

Col. Will Cumback, who was in the city to-day, 
says that such conclusions are premature, be- 
cause they are untrue, and United States Mar- 
shal Dudley thinks that Col. Cumback's strength 
is very much underrated, but the Harrison men 
are very confident. 

The Presidential Electors, which meet to- 
morrow, claim that there is some question 
as to their place of meeting, as the 
law provides that they shall meet in 
the hall of the House of Representatives, 
which place, so far as Indiana is concerned, has 
no existence, It is probable, however, that they 
will meet in the Criminal Court-room in the 
Court-House which was used for the purpose of 
ahall by the House of Representatives by the 
last Legislature of 1°79. The time fixed for the 
meeting of the Kiectors by law is 10 o'clock a.

LOST FROM A LIFEBOAT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Boston, Nov. 30.—Three of the crew of the 
life-saving station near Provincetown lost their 
lives this morning while saving the lives off the 
stranded steamer C. E. Trumbull, from New 
Bedford for Rockport. At 4 o'clock the lifeboat 
was sent out, and brought back four of thecrew, 
leaving Capt. Elwell and the pilot on board. The 


station men then started back again, and just as 
they reached the vessel, which was rolling heavily, 
the boat was struck by the endof the main 
boom and upset. The six men wore cork life- 
jackets and cluog to the bottom of the boat, 
which, with the heavy sea and wind, was fast 
being carried of. A few moments later two of 
them swam for the shore, and were rescued from 


- the surf in an exhausted condition, and one of 


them did not recover for a long time. The three 
others who were clinging to the boat uttered 
piteous cries for heip, but nobody ou that surf- 
beaten coast could assist them, and, numbed 
with coid, the thermometer being below zero, 
they dropped off one by one, and were drowned. 

At Station 8, some two miles below, three 
bodies were cast up by the surf and were re- 
covered, this being first intimation they had 
of the disaster. 

One of the C. E. Trumbull’s crew was sent to 
the town, but being a stranger was some timein 
reaching it, and then did not mentiomthe loss of 
lite, but said a vessel was on shore and help 
needed. The schooner finally floated off, and 
was ancbored of Chatham, where acrew was got. 
The Captain and pilot were saved. Capt. Alkins 
leaves a wife and three children; Taylor a wife 
and four children; Mayo was unmarried. Had 
these stations been connected by electric signals 
and wire run from any one of them to town, as- 
sistance could have been summoned. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 30.—Capt. Worthen, 
of Life-Saving Station No. 8, on the Massachu- 
setts coast, reports he picked up this morning 
the body of Capt. Alkins, of Station No. 7, and 
the body of one of his crew. Itis thought that 
Capt. Alkins and the crew, in attempting to 
board some stranded vessel during the night, 
were capsized, and all drowned, as other bodies, 
are seen in the surf. ‘ 

A dispatch from Provincetown says that — 
the Captain and two of the crew were drown 
The names of the surfmen lost are Elisha N. 
Taylor and Frank Mayo. The crew had rescued 
three of the men of the stranded schoonor C. E. 
Trumbuli, and were about to take off the re- 
mainder, when the boat was struck by the boom 
of the schooner and capsized. The members of 
the crew not drowned got ashore in an ex- 
hausted condition, and the schooner drifted 
away with the Cuptain and pilot on board. 

The vessel finally came to anchor olf Chat- 
ham, Mass.

ADDITIONAL CAUTIONARY SIGNAL. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 30.—The Active 
Chief Signal Officer has issued a circular making 
new arrangements for signals on the lakes. It 
provides that, on and after Jan. 1, 1881, an aadi- 
tional cautionary storm signal will be displayed, 
as occasion may require, at all active signal and 
display stations of the Signal Service on thé 
lakes. This signal will be displayed at and on the 
regular place and staff, and will consist of 
a white fag with a black square in the centre, 
shown above a red flag with a black square in 
the centre by day, or a white light shown above 
a red light by night. This signai will be known 
as the ** Cautionary Northwest Signal,” and will 
indicate, when shown, that at the port or place 
where displayed itis anticipated that the winds 
will be dangerous and will biow from the north 
or west, or from a direction between those 
points. 

The display of this signal will generally follow 
and must be distinguished from the display of 
the usual “stationary signal,’’ viz.; a red flag 
with a black square in the centre by day, ora 
red light shown at night, which retains, when- 
ever shown, its usual meaning. The display of 
either signal is always cautionary. The bau- 
tionary signal, viz.: a red flag with a black 
square in the centre y or a red 
light at night, calls for caution in 
view of an approaching storm, and “caution- 
ary with reterence to winds blowing from any 
direction. The “Cautionary northwest signa!,”’ 
viz.: awhite flag with a black square in the 
centre, shown abovea red flag with a black 
square in the centre by day, ora white light 
shown above a red light by night, will indicate, 
when shown, that the storm disturbance is not 
considered as yet ee for the port or place

A Meeting of the Trade to Be Held This 
Afternoon. 

The exposures made by THe Tum of the 
adulteration of butter and cheese have at- 
tracted attention throughout the county. Of 
the enormity of the adulteration that is being 
and has been done, no one can have a correct 
conception. It is simply enormous. Mr. 
Phelps. of the firm of Alexander. Fish & Co., in- 
sists that it has not only hurt the trade locally, 
but that it has practically killed the export de- 
mand for butter and cheese. There was a time, 
a few years ago, when all thé Western-made 
butter and cheese seht to England was held to 
be of one grade, and in the Liverpool market it 
was sold at auction for what it would bring. 
Since then dairy-farming in the West has im- 
proved, until the butter and chéese made in 
this section had a reputation secohd to 
none, and it was sought after abroad. Through 
this a great export trade was built up by Chi- 
cago firms. . They put in large amounts of 
capital and prospered. But good prices and 
profits were not sufficient for the farmer and 
manufacturer, and in an evil hour they com- 
menced the adulteration of both. The evil 
practices obtained favor from those eager to 
make money at the expense of reputa tion, and 
the fraudulent system so steadily increased that 
within the past two or three weeks the better 
class of consumers of butter and cheese have 
practically abandoned the use of the articles, 
and they are now regarded with abhorrence. The 
export trade has become one of the things of the 
pat. The exporters see no prospect of a revival 

n the near future, and they do not hesitate to 
‘say that months will elapse before it can be ro- 
sumed, even if the manufacture of the adul- 
terated stuff were to cease to-day. The local 
butter and cheese trade on South Water street 
is just as seriqusly affected, and hence there isa 
general cry all over the West for reform. 

If the publie could but how butter is 
being adulterated, there is not the least doubt 
but that nine-tenths of the le would crowd 
it entirely from their tables. Under the guise 
of “butterine,” “suine,” and other greasy 
titles, the vilest of compounds are sold. ‘There 

goods placed on the market, peddied to gro- 
hout the city. delivered to restau- 
rding- houses that would make one 
shudder to think of the i ients. There 
isa small percentage of reai butter in all the 
grades sold. Some of these compounds are 
ard that is 
absolutely unfitted for the human stomach. 
The fat that encircies the intestines of the hog 
is cut away and melited. Subsequently it is 
rendered tasteless and then mixed with butter. 
Again, refuse fat and pieces of lard aro tried 
out together, and this substance is clarified and 
mixed with butter. Even the farmers are not 
blameless. Some of them send a 
MUSHY, MILKY COMPOUND 


to this market, which they call butter, and 
which has in it R cent of ordinary 
farm-made lard. This stuff is worked over in 
Chicago and still further adulterated. Dead- 
animal fat refuse/grease are used in 
large quantities. None of this stuff is branded, 
but the r palms it off upon the — 21 
ing pure ras pure butter. Of course, all the 
stuff that is made is not ot this abominabie de- 
scription, but the greater portion in Chicago is, 
Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter, fu 
searching around for facts in regard to this 
matter, found in an alley between South Water 
and Lake and Fifth avenue and La Salle street 
several barrels of refuse from lard that had 
been rendered. It was in the neighborhood 
where several bogus butter factories might 
abound.

The refuse was 
apparently a mass of frozen Obristies and 
greasy corruption, which, when thawed o 
woul rival Bri port in the pungen 
of its odors. course, it was almost 
useless to 


look for an owner of such 
stuff. Noone had the temerity to claim it. This 
actual sample is in possession of reputabic 
parties, and will be shown this afternoon for 
the benefit of a public meeting to be held at the 
Commercial Hotel. 

The commission-men on South Water and 
other streets, especially those who export larre- 
ly, say that the East is reaping the benefit of all 
this, use, baving inaugurated the fraud, 
they assist in carrying it out., and the West is 
receiving ali the odium and curses for it. The 
remedy lies in bat one thing, and that is, effect- 
ive legislation. 

Tux Tribune scribe in his walks yeste 
ran across the following communication, whic 
explains itself: . 

Avis Buor nens. CR anv Butrer Con- 
MISSION MERCHANTS, 195 SouTH WATER STREET, 
CHICAGO, Nov. 24, 1830e—-Mr. Ed Andrews--DgAR 
Sin: We are manufacturing “ Butterine.” We 
offer you some of the “neutral” for mixing 
with butter. It is chemically deodorized. Do 
you want any? Tours truly, Davis Buos. 

There is nothing very startling in this letter, 
but it bas a rather peculiar sequel. The re- 
porter called upon the firm. They received him 
most courteously,—in fact, were giad to see bim. 
They gave bim a chair, and there was an ex- 
ce ingly — chat. The rm make but 
terine.“ They showed a sample to the reporter, 
which did not taste unpleasant. A look through 
their factory showed that they rendered pure 
leaf lard, used good roll and dairy butter, 
and really made a compound that was not un- 

alatable, if it was not pure butter. Whether it 

s wholesome is for others to decide. However, 
the argument which these gentlemen put forth 
in béhalf of their goods was that they were do- 
ing this business openly and above board. Their 
method was clean, and the stuff of the hest 
quality. They sold their goods as “ butterine,” 
and made no attempt at deception. But their 
goods were mostly exported, and on the other 
side of the ocean sold for what they actually 
were. Davis Brothers were ready to admit 
THEIR GOODS WERE ADULTERATED. 


They produced a substance that could be sold 
cheaper thau pure butter. It was no worse 
than what other parties were doing who adulter- 
ated pepper and sold it fora less price than the 
pure goods, or who adulterated cinnamon 
or anything else which they manufactured. 

There was no intention upon the part of the 
firm to hide anything, but their argument in 
justification of this adulteration seemed strange, 
because the firm is one of the oldest and said to 
be one of the most reputable in the trade. 

A great deal of moralizing might be done upon 
this matter, but moralizing will not prevent 
fraud. State. local, and even National liegisia- 
tion on the subject is what is needed. No man 
should be allowed to sell adulterated. butter or 
cheese, or anything eise, without having it 
labeled so as to show its real composition. In 
this way alone can the fraud de pre- 
vented. As it is to-day, there are 
probably iess than a dozen. grocers in 
this city who are selling adulterated butter 
or cheese for what it really is. The wholesale 
merchants engaged in the butterand cheese 
trade have awakened to the issue. and the Prod- 
uce Exchange appointed the following Commit- 
tee to look up the matter: W. W. Dexter, A. C. 
Knopf, G. E. Gooch, M. A. Phelps. These gen- 
tlemen have held several meetings, and have 
made some startling discoveries. They have 
issued the following call for a public meeting: 

NOTICE. 

& mecti of the butter and cheese trade of 
Chicago will take place at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon at the Commerciai Hotel to take such ac- 
tion as may be deemed necessary to prevent by 
legal means the sale of adulterated butter and 
cheese except under their proper names, as the 
law requires. The friends of the genuine prod- 
uct snould turn out in full force to — the 
fraudulent business now being carried on in the 
City of Chicago. 

It is expected that this meeting will be pro- 
ductive of much good, since there will be com- 
mittees appointed to wait upon the Council and 
upon the Legislature with measures to prevent 
a further spreading of the fraud. Furthermore, 
there will be attorneys present who will give 
opinions as to the scope of our present laws, and 
how far under their provisions offenders might 
be prosecuted. It is intended to make some test 
cases and to arrest every retail dealer who sells 
„ butterine or suine“ without having the 
7— roperly branded. There will be a 

igilance Committee appoiuted who will have 
2 — to employ detectives to run to the ground, 
f sible, ail offenders.

There is that education which is furnished only 
by colleges and institiitions of learning, and 
this instruction our Government does 
not in any large degree aid. We have 
to depend upon our benevolent citizens of wealth 
and culture, whose wisdom and generosity lead 
them to furnish such institutions as this. They 
understand that in no way can they leave such 
monuments as shall preserve their memories 
as by colleges and scientific schools. So, my 


friends, we are here to do honor to a man who [ 


has set an example in this res who has not 
made his bequest through his last will and 
testament, but has done it in his lifetime, and 
seen that it is well done.

AGRICULTURAL. 


The Inter-State Meeting at Springfield. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 3.—The Inter-State 
Agricultural Convention, called together by the 
Secretaries of. the State Boards of Agriculture 
of Utinois, Kansas, lowa, Wisconsin, Indiana, 
and Obio, began its session at the State House 
this evening. The attendance included a num- 
ber of prominent representatives of the agricul- 
tural interests of the Northwestern States, the 
same agricultural organizations of Indiana,Ohio, 
Kansas, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Iilinois being 
represented by officers and members. Secretary 
Fisher, of the Illinois Board, called the meeting 
to order, and stated that its main object was to 
secure a uniform system of collecting and pub- 
lishing agricultural statistics, as well as to 
discuss the best methods of advancing the gen- 
eral interests of agriculture through the exist- 
ing State organizations. 

Dr. R. T. Brown, of the Indiana State Board, 
was chosen as Chairman, and Secretary Hudson, 
of the Kansas Board, as Secretary. ~ 

Letters of regret were read from a number of 
prominent agriculturists unable to attend. 

Secretary Chamberlain, of the Ohio State 
Board, read a paper outlining the objects and 
work of the Convention, which was followed by 


the reading of a letter from Charles W. Murt- 
feidt, of Kirkwood, Mo., containing suggestions 
as to the best methods of collecting and pub- 
lishing reliable crop reports. 

The Convention adjourned until morning. 


WOOD MEMORIAL.

Quincy, III., Nov. 30.—Some time ago a Com- 
mittee was appointed here for the purpose of 
drawing up a plan for the erection of a monu- 
ment to the memory of the late Gov. John 
Wood, of this city. The Committee has practic- 
ally completed its preliminary work, and will re- 
port to the Board of Commerce this week. The 
Committee will propose an organization under 
the title of the Wood Monument Association;

MICHIGAN LUMBER.

Bast SaGinaw, Mich., Nov. 30.—The move- 
ment of forest products by water from the Sag- 
inaw River during the season of 1880 are the 
largestin the history of the lumber trade of 
Saginaw, although the season closed three 
weeks earlier than last year. The total ship- 
ments from the opening of navigation to the 
close were 769,573,000 feet of lumber, 168,145,400 
shingles, 34,280,000 iath. The lumber shipments 
exceed those of 1879 by 91,000,000 feet. The lum- 
ber product of the mills this season will ap- 
proximate 775,000,000 feet, about 50,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the season of 1879,and there will be 
held over on the docks about 25,000,000 feet of 


lumber, mostly of the lower grades. Choice 
stock is scarce, and the stock inadequate to meet 
the demands. Some contracts for good stock to 
be cut next season are being made.

New York, Nov. 30.—The stringency in the 
money market during the afternoon was the 
most severe known in Wall street for a long 
time past. Stock Exchange borrowers had to 
pay & per diem and 6 per cent per annum. 

Governments were steady for 68, but weak and 
36 lower for other issues. 

Railroad bonds were unsettled and generally 
lower. 

State securities were moderately active. 

The. stock market opened generally strong, 
and in early dealings an advance of \ to 2% took 
place, Northwest, Nashville, Chattanooga, 
Western Union, and coal stocks lead- 
ing the upward movement. Toward noon, 
under the influence of tight money, 
a heavy pressure to sell was developed, 
which continued throughout the entire after- 
noon, resulting in a steady decline in prices, 
closing quotations being in most instances at the 
lowest figures of the day. The decline from the 
highest point ranged from K to 4%, and was 


most marked in telegraph stocks. Northwestern, 


Delaware, Lackawanna & Western, Michigan 
Central, New York Central, St. Paul, and New 
Jersey Central. Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
rose 8 early in the day, and later reacted 1‘, 


with final sales at a recovery of 1. Louisville & 


New Albany stock, which, some months since, 
sold at 100 and upwards, and which has been 
neglected for a long time past, was offered from 
40 to 30 before it tound buyers. There were the 
usually heavy transactions in buyer thirty 
options in stocks at 61 above the 
price in a regular way. Long Island Railroad 
stock, which up to yesterday had not been dealt 
in on the Exchange for a long time, to-day ad- 
vanced trom 20 to 25 bid.

The Graphic says: “The speculation to-day 
has been influenced entirely by the movement 
of money, which was stringent from start to 
finish as high as one-fourth of 1 per cent for 
day’s use being paid quite generally, and in 
some cases by houses. Weak holders 
have, as a natural result, been forced to sell out, 
and this weed process is one that will 
ultimately greatly benefit speculation in 
the more solid stocks. Money is legiti- 
matel close, and the prospect is that 
it will continue to work so for some time to 
come. Atthe same time, there has been open 
manipulation of rates, and this, too, may be 
expected to continue until the parties concerned 
become tired of it, or succeed in acc ——— their 
lines of stocks at desired figures. Tnere will be 
consicerable payments on interest account to- 
morrow and during the early part ot the month, 
and heavy amounts of bullion will arrive here 
this and next week from abroad. These should 
make the loaning rate easier, unless it is inter- 
fered with. It was a noticeable fact that the 
strongest stocks to-day were those in which for 
the most part the most decided advance has 
been made on the recent movement.

A free movement 
in foreign and domestic dried fruits 
is noted, and most everything in the list was 
firmly heid. Fish remained firm and steady. 
No changes occurred in the market for dairy 
products. Choice butter wal active and firm, 
and full cream cheese was held at pretty full 
prices, but lower grades were neglected and 
weak. The oil market was without important new 
features.

Gen. Ingalls Veutures in the Line of 
Wheat Speculations. 

The case of James F. Sherwin, of the firm of 
J. F. Sherwin & Co., commission merchants on 
the Board of Trade, who is charged with embez- 
zling $465 in money belonging to Gen. Rufus 
Ingalls, of Gen. Sheridan's stafl, was to have 
been called yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock, 
before Justice Brown, bt a heavy boarding- 
house case which was on trial at that time 
necessitated its postponement until after 4 
o'clock. Young “Jimmy” Sherwin, the de- 
fendant.in the case, was formerly employed by 
the city in Dr. De Wolf's office, and was a 
protégé of Brock McVickar. Some time agp he 
left his position at the head of the Pound De- 
partment in the Health Office, and embarked in 
the grain commission business, employing his 
father, Mr. Joseph Sherwin, as clerk and Co.“ 
He operated on the “Open Board,“ and did a 
fair business. During the month of October a 
young man named ‘Holland, who gained consid- 
erable notoriety some time ago in connection 
with one J. P. Patterson. with whom he was en- 
gaged lu the manufacture of a patent reversi- 
ble shirt and the establishment ofa military 
boarding- house, advised Gen, Ingails to woo the 
fickie goddess, Fortune, and buy wheat. Hol- 
land had been a hanger-on about military head- 
quarters for some time past, and, being a good 
talker, he managed to work into the position of 
a sort of confidential adviser to Gen. Ingalls. 
The General took the advice of his young friend

Hearing a ru- 
mor that Sherwin & Co. were unsoufd he or- 


dered his account closed, and was informed that 
he had $465 to his credit. Failing to get this on 
repeated demands, he instituted suit at the 
suggestion of his confidential adviser, and young 
Sherwin was arrested Friday morning last about 
2 o'clock by Constable Grant. 

The prosecution was represented by Col. El- 
dridge, while three young lawyer looked after 
the interests of the defendant." The court- 
room was well filled when the case was calied, 
and Gen. Ingalls and adviser” and young Sher- 
win and father were on d. 

The first witness called was Harry E. Oliver, of 
No. 11 Honore street. He testified that he had 
been employed by Sherwin & Co. as bookkeeper 
during the time Gen. Ingalls was trading with 
the firm. He identified statements of the Gen- 
eral's account as made out by bim from the 
books of the firm at the request of Holland. On 
the date of the account, Nov. 16 last, the bal- 
ance due Gen. * according to the frm's 
books, was $465. This amount comprised profits 
on wheat bought and sold for Gen. Ingalis by 
Sherwin & Co. The witness was not cross- 


examined. and Col. Eldridge said he thought he 


had proved enough, but he would Gen. 
Ingalls. 
GEN. INGALIS 
then took the stand and identified a letter sent 
him by J. F. Sherwin & Co., Nov. 16, informing 
him that the balance in his favor on the firm’s 
books was $465. The firm had promised repeat- 
edly to pay him the money, and he had only 
brought the suit when he became tired of wait- 
ing for his due. He was very anxious to have it 
understood that he was on the stand as a private 
citizen and not in his official capacity. The 
counsel for the defense then took the General 
and rattled' him with a fusillade of confusing 
questions baving no bearing on the case. He 
stated that he had never handed money person- 
ally to either of Sherwins, but had sent 
them checks payable to the order of Mr. 
Holland, who did the business for him, and 
b ad always understood that the fathef. 
and not the son, was the head of the firm. He 
‘bad never instructed them personally to buy or 
sell wheat for bim, but had given them direc- 
tions in letters sent by his messenger, Mr. 
Holland. The latter was acting for bim as his 
ugent. He bad ordered his deals closed Nov. 16. 
When asked why he had bought wheat, the Gen- 
eral said he “wanted to make a little money.” 
The question was then asked whether Holland 
had not sold worth of telegraph stocks for 
him and lost the proceeds in speculating in grain 
on his own hook. At this the confidential 
adviser flew into a passion, but was calmed be- 
fore he did ey serious damage, and the 
General answe in the negative. When asked 
a question, the General would feel his way cau- 
tiously before making answer, and his ingenious 
evasions occasioned considerable merriment.

TAXING STREET-CARS. . 


The Ordinance Imposing a Fifty- 
Dollar License Sus- 
tained. 
Judge Drummond Says It Comes 
Within tlie Scope of Po- 
lice Regulations. 


Judge Blodgett Believes the Injunc- 
7 tions Should Be Sus- 
tained. 


The Case Will Uundoubtedly 
Go to the Supreme 
Court. 


On the 18th of March, 1878, now nearly three 
years ago, the City Council, after much discus- 
sion and deliberation, adopted an ordinance re- 
quiring every corporation running street-cars 
to pay in April of each year a license fee of $50 
for each car operated and run during the year. 
Any corporation refusing or failing to take out 
the license was to be subject to a fine of not less 
than $5 nor more than $200. This ordinance, 
whieh was passed by a vote of 19 to 16, was de- 


clared to be in force from and after its passage. 
In March of the same year bills were filed in 
the United Stat s District Court on behalf of the 


nonresident stockholders of the three ge 
street-railway companies praying for e 
issuance of an injuyction to prevent the en- 
forcement of the ordinance On the ground that 
its provisions were in Violation of the contracts 
existing between the city and corporations. 
The injunctions were issued by Judge Blodgett. 
In November the case came up for hearing be- 
fore Judges Drummond and Blodgett, sitt to- 
gether, on a demurrer by the city to the bill of 
the petitioners. Of the three bills, that of the 
West Side Street Railway Company was selected 
as the one to be argued, the decision of the oth- 
ers, it was understood, to depend upon the con- 
clugion arrived at in this one. 
e case was exhaustively argued before 
Judge Drummond by Rickard S. Tuthili, who 
was then City-Attorney, and A. 8. Bradley in 
behalf of the city, Judge Beckwith and R. A. 
Small for the West Division Railway Company, 
W. C. Goudy for the North Chicago Railway 
Com and Hitchcock, Dapee & Judah for 
the Chicago City (South Side) Railway Com pany. 
The Court took it uader advisement, and thus it 
has remained ever since, a pressure of business 
and other considerations preventing him from 
ving an opinion.

REV. W. J. KNOX-LITTLE. 


His Second Afternoon Address at Far- 
well Hall. 


The second of the series of sermons to men’ 


only by the Rev. W. J. Knox-Littie, the English 
evangelist, was preached yesterday afternoon 
in Lower Farwell Hali. The attendance was very 
large.

The words of the text were spoken by St. Paul 
asa minister of the Gospel.

In his 
sermon ot Monday he had endeavored to impress 
upon the minds of his bearers the importance of 
a personal relation to God, and he now desired to 
show that in disregarding their stewardship 
men fell into the sin of iaolatry. Men were 
tenants at will; they held certain trusts for 
God, and if these things were got trom God, the 
sense of gratitude or appreciation should be 
greater to the giver than to the gift. The 
social position in life, strength of arm and 
strength of brain did not come from man but 
were from God, and were simply held in trust 
by their possessors, these gifts were abused.

Irish Land Monopoly. 


The Evi of the System Depicted 
in Strong Colors. 


How to Settle the Trouble and 
Misery.

Lonpon, Nov. 16.—In the present phase of the 
Irish crisis nothing can compare in significance 
with the speeches delivered by Messrs. Joseph 
Chamberiain and John Bright, both Cabinet 
Ministers, at the meeting of the Birmingham 
Junior Liberal Club. The former was President, 
and in introducing his distinguished colleague 
he said that Mr. Bright had special claims on the 
consideration of the people of Ireland, for his 
sympathy with Ireland was not of yesterday. 
But Mr. Bright did not stand alone,—there were 
Mr. Gladstone and the Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land. Might not a Government composed of 
such men ask of the Irish people that they 
should accept the assurance which had been 
given that the laws of which they complained 
should be carefully considered at the earliest 
possible moment, and that such amendments 
should be proposed as inquiry showed to be 
just and equitable; above ail, might they 
not entreat the Irish nation, might they 
not demand that they who had been 
baffied during six years of an Adminis- 
tration which showed for them no sympathy, 
which promised to them no redress, should now, 
in the presence of such an assurance as t 
which he had spoken, give to this Government 
the time and the opportunity which it needed to 
prepare its plans, and should not stultify its 
good intentions, and should not prejudice the 
good cause by violence of deed or of word, which 
every honest man and every good citizen must 
condemn. He knew that the state of affuirs in Lre- 
land in such a time as the present was exagyer- 
ated by panic, but, at the same time, it was cer- 
tain that ucts were taking place there which all 
men must deprecate. The mutilation of dumb 
animals, the incendiary fires, and, above all, the 
secret and cowardly assasinations, were crimes 
in the contemplation of which the sympathy 
which they felt for those who were aggrieved 
gave place to natural indignation at the meth- 
ods which were taken far the redress of the 
grievances. He was no true friend of Ire- 
land who would not join him in entreating the 
Irish people at this crisis to exhibit their borror 
and detestation of the outrages which would 
bring discredit upon any cause, and which were 
likely to ruin, i -rsisted in, the cause which 
the most patrivtic of the Irish people had at 
He also asked the Engtish Liberals not 
to allow themselves to be diverted even by crime 
and outrage from their places of duty in the 
matter. There was widespread disaffection in 
Ireland, and there never was widespread disaf- 
fection in a country if there were no just 
grounds for it. It might be the work of Tories 
to crush out disaffection; it was the work of 
Liberals to find out the cause of disaffection and 
remove it. It seemed to him that there would 
be nothing more unconstitutional than at the 
first outbreak of disorder to proceed to suspend 
the safeguard of liberty of a nation without at 
the same time inquiring into and endeavoring 
to remove the causes which might have insti- 
gated and promoted that disorder, i 

HOW THE EVIL FESTERED, 

Mr. Bright, after some introductory observa- 
tions, said: “Turning to the Irish question, I 
may say. the people of that country are suffer- 
ing from things which have been done during the 
last two centuries, and which, if our forefathers 
had understood these questions,—even as well 
as we now understand them.—could never have 
been inflicted upon them. They were originally 
an uncivilized people, and they were treated 
with a barbarity of which we feel ashamed. 
When we know our fathers were in some way 
connected with it we all regret it.—every man in 
England. I hope. The most obtuse and couserv- 
ative will regret there ever existed in Ireland a 
code which we call the penal law, by which a 
system of unmitigated and cruel persecution 
was practiced upon the Catholic native popula- 
tion. Now, what are the results in our day? It 
is not that the soll of Ireland is not green 
enough, or that the ocean is not prolific enough 
in fish. In fuct, there is nothing in the 
natural condition of Ireland that in the slight- 
est degree accounts for the terrible trouble Ire- 
land has beeu to this country, to which it is now 
politically alliea, but that in consequence of the 
policy which we all now condemn, hatred of 
Protestantism, hatred of landlords, and hatred 
of Engiand. If the English people had been in- 
formed,—if within the last two centuries they 
had been capable of jud in these matters,— 
there cannot be a doubt tif in addition to 


this the Government bad been merciful and 


just to Ireland, Ireland would have been as 
closely welded at this moment to England as 
Scotland is, and it would be as difficult to raise 
the flag of insurrection or discontent in Ireland 
as it would be now for Prince Charlie again to 
bear bis flag in Scotland. What is the condition 
of that unfortunate island at this moment? 1 
spoke of it as ina state of social insurrection when 
I was here some time last winter. At this mo- 
ment it is exhibitingin a portion of the country a 
social revolt of a very strange and extraordinary 
character. It is not, apparently, so much now a 
rising against e Govertument as 
against the owners of the soil. There is through 
some counties and in some districts a general, 
or at least a considerable, repudiation of cop- 
tracts. There is practically a seizing of the 
land. from which they believe that their fathers 
were driven out by combination, by terror, by 
outrage occasionally, but hitherto in a very few 
instances by murder. They are demanding the 
overthrow of a system under which, they assert, 
there is no uate reward for their industry 
and no security for their homes or their families. 
Now, if a nation or evep a considerable portion 
of a nation, or the population of several coun- 
ties, can fairly, or dogeneraliy, make statements 
of this kind, it appears to me to be one of tb 
which demands the earnest consideration an 
attention of statesmen and legislators, and not 
of statesmen and legisiators only, but of all 
who feel any interest in the welfare of Ireland; 
and the man, I say, who insults Ireland and in- 
jures it, tramps upon it and denies the people 
their just rights, isan enemy of England as much 
as of and. 

A FEUDAL LEGAOY. 

“What is this system against which so many 
of the Irish people are just now contending, and 
even, in a certain sense, in open revolt? it 
comes down from the system of great proprie- 
tors, established by the monarchs and states- 
men of two centuries ago, great proprietors 
with great estates,and with estates, many of 
them mortgaged and embarrassed, transmitted 
from generation to generation under command 
only to a large extent of nominal and life own- 
ers, most of whom are absentees, and who have 
insisted upon the rights without discharging the 
duties of property. This state of things has 
arisen from a law or custom by which estates 
are handed down from eldest son to eldest son, 
who have not the means of improving and can- 
not seliit. They had no interest to improve, 
and, in fact, are merely nominal owners; 
and the result has been that the people who 
cultivated it and who lived upon soil 
have been  ~prectically divorved from it, 
and the general results are given in figures. 
I stated them here not long ago, but they ure so 
startling and so impressive that in one sentence 
i shall place them before you again. The pro-

Three States to Be Made of One for 
Partisan BReasons—Four Democratic 
Senators to Be Gainell Thereby—The 
Suppressed Republican Majority.

RA@erts 
to get himself putdnto the United States Senate, 
and at the same tinfe to secure a permanent

On his return 
home be was called off by professional business 
to the Rio Grande, where he was detained until 
after the election. Though in some counties it 
was fraudulently asserted he was not running, 
in others bis tickets failed to reach their desti- 
nation, and iu yet others the votes cast for him, 
were, on gy Ae purely technical poetexts, 
not counted. e received a much larger vote 
than his opponents anticipated, and the entire 
vote shows that a ticket made up of all the ele- 
ments of opposition to the Democracy would 
have been elected.

Continuation of the Testimony 
for the Prosecution. 


Bank-Examiner Meigs’ Story—A Big- 
orous Cross-Examination. 


The trial of B. F. Allen for alleged concoction 
of false reports to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency in regard to the condition of the Cook 
County National Bank was resumed yesterday 
morning before Judge Blodgett in the United 
States District Court. 

CALEB BARRETT, 
ex-bookkeeper of the bank, took the stand and 
was cross-examined by Mr. Bisbee. Taking up 
the report of May 1, 1874, counsel drew forth the 
comforting bit of testimony that the amount of 
joans and discounts set forth therein—to-wit: 
$1,224,115—corresponded exactly with the loans 
and discounts as they appeared fromi the mass- 
ing together of the several ite on 
balance-book for that to-wit : 
81.248. Some little time was spent 
in an attempt to show that, for convenience 
in bookkeeping, the term overdraft was in- 
terchangeabie at will with the term loan.“ 
The overdrafts of $6,338, according to report 
of May 1 to the Controller, represented over- 
drafts pure and simple, such as would naturally 
be made by afew city customers. The larger 
amount of alleged overdrafts that day—to-wit; 
$129,828, was in fact made up of loans made by 
individuals or banks and bankers. Allen, 80 
far as he knew, had no information as to the 
amount of currency on hand. As for the bank 
reserve, there was no provision in the balance- 
book for.any account of that sort. Coming 
down to the entry of Dec. 31, 1874, counsei en- 
deavored to show that the apparent dis- 
erepancy of $100,000 in the item of 
loans and discounts was simply appar- 
ent, and not real, the fact that 
$100,000 of short loans was carried as an over- 
draft reducing the real amount of overdrafts to 
$131,800 or the figures given in the report. The 
assets in all four reports, according to witness, 
corresponded with the assets as shown in the 
balance- book in their gross footings, the ap- 
parent variation being in the distribution of 
some of the assets. 

Gen. Leake gridironed the witness for some 
time on his use at will of the terms “loan” and 
“overdraft,” drew forth the admission that the 
two sides of the balance- book, if correct or false, 
must be made to balance, but was assured by 


this very unwilling, halting, and hesitatmg ex- 
bookkeeper that so long as he had charge of the 
bookkeeping the books, were not “ doctored.” 
The balance- book further showed the names of 
other banks owing the Cook County National. 

In response to some further questions from 
Mr. Bisbee, the witness explained that the bal- 
ance-books did not show the names of all tho 
banks with which the Cook County did business, 
Snort loans would appear and be carried as over- 
drafts. It would be impossible to make up a re- 
port from the balance-buok alone. It must be 
made up from all the books. Nobody connected 
with the bank had ever asked him to make a fle- 
titious entry.

came here for the Controller in March and April, 
1877, and went through the Cook Count a- 
tional's books, took the stand and testified with 
regard to the minuteness and compleuon of 
the examination then made. Consulting a 
memorandum made at the time, he testified 
that the general ledger for the close of business 
May 1 showed a total of loans and discounts of 
51.165. 20. whereas the bulance-book and the re- 
port showed $1,224,115, the discrepancy between 
the latter two and the general ledger being 
$54,516. The balance book and ledger further 
showed the amount of overdrafts to be $120,828, 
and the report $6,224—a discrepancy of $123,500. 
There was due from National and State banks 
and bankers at that date, according to the bal- 
ance-book, $190,977. The report called for 
$100,681—a discrepancy of 890.233. With rela- 
tion to checks and other cash items. the Teller's 
books, as near as he could interpret them, called 
for $38,480, and the report for $9,567—a discrep-" 
apcyof $28,912. The same books showed 659,865 
of bills of other National banks, legal-tender, 
fractional currency, etc., while the report called 
for bills of other National banks on hand” to 
the amount of $166,973. The discrepancy in the 
amount of legal-tendér notes on hand was 
$165,508. The W per cent reserve at that date 
should have been $507,650. e reserve on hand, 
as near as be gould discover, was $49,965, and the 
amount in the hands of the reserve-agents in 
New York was $150,867, making a total of $200,- 
&2.—a discrepancy of $306,518. 

The report for June . 1874, was then taken up 
and exaimined with the same minuteness from 
beginning to end. The discrepancies between 
the bank books themselves, or between the 
bank books and the report, were as follows: 
Loans and discoun geek overdrafts, $182,- 
223; due from Staté banks, bankers, etc., $36,300: 
checks and other cash items, $90,000; bills of 
other National banks and legal-tender notes, 
$537,223: reserve, $309,137, 

The report for Oct. 2, 1874, showed that the 

retty picture of the bank’s condition as there- 
n painted for the inspection of the Controiler 
was overdrawn to the extent of $220,107 in the 
item of loans and discounts; $233,000 in the item 
of overdrafts; $114,825 in the item due from 
Seereves 
of “due from National and State banks ; $35,000 
in checks and other cash items; $247,549 in the 
item of bills of other National banks and legal- 
tenders; and $443,972 in the legal-tender and coin 
reserve. 

The last report in the case, that of Dec. 81. 
1874, was shown to be “off” in the, following 
ways and to the following ‘amounts: 
$355,147 in the item of loans and dis- 
counts; $226,000 in the item of overdrafts; $85,963 
in the item of due approved reserve 
agents; $42,208 in the amount due from National 
and State banks and kers; $260,719 in the 
amount of bills of other National banks; and 
$291,114in the amount of the reserve. 

Mr. Meigs further testified that he could find 
nothing whatever in the shape of a book show- 
ing the amount of the bank's reserve. Although 
it was not nog | required to keep such 
books, still it was the general and almost uni- 
versal practice of banks to keepthem. Nor 
could he find anything in the shape of a book or 
statement from which the item of reserve as

When di- 
rected to come to Chicago by the Controller to 
examine the affairs of the bank he was fur- 
nished a letter of introduction to Receiver 
Burley, and. being taken out of his regular ter- 
ritory to perform a special duty, signed his re- 
port as Special Agent of the Treasury- Depart- 
ment. This little explanation was made neces- 
sary owing to Mr. Bisbee’s ap nt merriment 
over the fact that he sosigned the report, and 
his endeavur to make something of a point 
on it. The witness further mitted that, 
while makiug the, examination here, he did see 
and talk with Blenuerhassett, who was pushing 
the suit on the famous “ blanket mortgage. 
That gentleman had yy to do with getting 
him — however. so far as be knew, nor 
did the American Exchange National Babk, as 
far as ho knew. He also admited that he had de- 
cided againgt Mr. Buriey in his bunt for assets 
in the A can Exchange, having been ap- 
— a referee in the matter by the Con- 
troller. 

Atthis point Senator Allison, of Iowa; who 
was on his way to Washington, was called asa 
witness to character, and Mr. Meigs temporarily 
stepped aside.

a good name in lowa, and he had never beard 
his reputation questioned.

In the course of the further cross-examina- 
tion in the afternoon, Mr. Meigs explained that 
his services as referee in the bank matters re- 
ferred to occurred before his examination of 
the Cook County Nationals affairs. He had no 
recollection of Mr. Burley’s explaining to him 
that $317,000 worth of the nk es ts had 
been sent to New Tork, and had passed from 
Allen, Stephens & Co. to the America Exchange 
National. What he did as referee was approved 
by the Controller. These New York assets were 
not included in his statement of the condition 
of the bank's affairs. 

The cross-examination grew exceedingly 
minute, and tedious in the extreme, the witness’ 
attention being drawn tothe various books of 
the bank, and the severa! matters referred to on 
the direct examination, for the purpose of test- 
ing the accuracy of his testimony in chief. In 
the course of the examination, Mr. Meigs related 
bow he became acquaint with Albert West, 
ex-Cashier of the bank, whotold bim that he 
was sorry for many things he had done as an of- 
ficer of the — and expressed a desire to ex- 
plain them, and in a measure nefor past er- 
rors. In this way the witn obtained a good 
deal of information which threw light on many 
obscure places in the books. Others volunteered 
in like manner. and the examination became a 
thorough and somewhat extended one. Among 
other things, West told him that they were fre- 
quently so hard up that he had to go out on the 
street and borrow enough to them over 
until the next day. |

Is the Publie- School System a Failure? 
To the EGiitor af The Chicago Tribune. : 
CHICAGO, Nov. 30,—The December number of 
the North American Review opens up new fields 
of controversy., [shall refer to one only: Mr. 
Richard Grant White pronounces the public- 
school system of the United States a failure; 
nay, ** worse than that of mere failure; for the 
result has beer deplorable, and threatens to be 
disastrous.’ There Bas been ufider this system, 
according to Mr. White, “a steady deterioration 
in thoroughness of elementary knowledge”; an 
increase in number of idle and worthless 
members of society; “the general tone and 
character of our Bench, both for learning, for 
wisdom, and for integrity have fallen”; * dis- 
honesty in business and betrayal of trust have 
become so common that the public record of the 
last ut teen years on this subject is such that it 
cannot be remembered without shame’”’; poli- 
tics, instead of being purified and elevated, has 
become a trade in which success falis year by 
year more to inferior men”; “divorees have 
multiplied”; “crime and vice have increased 
year after year almost pari passu with the de- 
velopment of the public-school system, which in- 
stead of lifting the masses, has given us in their 
place a nondescript and hybrid class, unfit for 
professional or mercantile life, unwilling and 
also unable to be farmers or artisans, so that 
gradually our skilled laboris done more we Bama 
migrant foreigners, while our native citizens, 
who woulq otherwise naturally fill this respect- 
able and comfortable position in society, seek to 
make their living by their wits—honestly if they 
can, if not, more or less dishonestly, or, faising 
thus, by petty oflice-setk ; “filial respect 
and parental love have both diminished, and, as 
for modesty of our young men, and even of 
our young women, they do not even blush that 
they have lost it.“ And not content with this 
indictment, Mr. White proceeds to declare that 
the public-school system fosters and increases 
crime, immorality, and insanity, as shown b 
statistics of the census—these being greater i 
the North, where education is general, than in 
the South, where a public-school system has not 
been .adopted and ignorance largely prevai 
among the poor whites and the colored labore 
“This is the condition,” says Mr. White, in 
which we are often more than haif a century of 
experience of otr public-school system, the only 
justification for whose existence is thatit was 
asserted and believed to be @ panacea 
for the cure of social and political disease. 
Nor is the case of that system at all bettered by the 
quite untenable assumption that all this would 
have been without its intluence; for its only. 
justification, the very reason of its being. is the 
other assumption, that by it all this would have 
been prevente 
Mr. White ma out a strong case, but it is 
ex parte. The public, now somewhat familiar 
with his method of discussion, will hardly con- 
sent to the abolition of that system that is, more 
than any other, the pride of America,—that sys- 
tem which the Hon. John Jay, in the same num- 
ber of the Review, declares to be, with its broad 
elements of intellectual power, its habits of 
inquiry and free thought, and its unsectarian 
Christian morals, “the great safeguard of the 
le against ignorance, — 1 and that 
oPign influence of which Washington entreat- 
ed them to beware,’’—without a broader inquiry, 
and an effort to reform any discoverabie 
abuses. It is doubtiess true, as Mr. White says, 
thai there has been of late years neglect of the 
elementary branches in some of the public 
schools; but it is not true of all, nor o 
What has been attempted to 
to the high school been 
the primary. Much injury has resulted 
the character of the. school in a few of 
the large, cities from political influences, 
but this ‘is not true of most of the 
cities of the second Class, nor of the towns and 
country districts. Here thesystem performs its 
beneficert work, form and im 
society and strengthening the fou ons o 
Nhe Republic. Exceptions may be taken to Mr. 
White's sweeping assertions in other respects. 
It is customary to ot the degeneracy of 
the times as shown in the frivolities of social 
life and corruption in political aff but this 
is due toa disposition to protest inst exist- 
ing abuses rather than to a profound acquaint- 
ance with the inner life and ti of 
ormer generations. Mr. te has been a 
pace student if he does know that society 
n the eighteenth century was better than in 
the seventeenth, and in the nineteenth better 
than in the eighteenth; and that the virulence 
of litical strife and the — — character 
of libeis in the year 1 (notwithstanding the 
ingenuity of inese um) are not equal 
to the experience of the days of George Wash- 
on and Alexander Hamilton.
